The knights, who po fe thele 
commemorators of warlike exploits, loaded with 
rewardsand honors thole wi.o endeavored to fup- 
ply their place; and their emulation had produ- 
ced the troweurs or art. 

The harps of the ancient bards were again revi- 
ved ; they were tobe found in almoft every cafile, 
and, during the long evenings of winter, the 
company collected roand their fires to liften to 
frag ments of marvellous hiitories which had been 
preferved by tradition. If the wind did bet 
flightly agitate the ftrings of a harp, and produce 
‘ome harmonious and lengthened tones, the whole 
audience were infpired with a kind of religious 
enthufiafm, fimilar to that which animated the 
ancient Gauls at hearing the fame founds. Like 
them they were inclined to believe, chat she war- 
riors fain in battle, and the anceftors of families, 
came to revive their memory in the minds of 
their kindred and friends, by invifibly touching 
their harmonioos harps. 

To this inftrament the beauteous Azelais would 
frequently fing the flanz:s of the unfortunate 
youth, whofe tory we have above relaied; and 
while, with agile he the fwept the fpcaking 
ftrings, her foul diffalyed in gent fensibility as 
the remembrance of his fate.
